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1. DURING STATEMENTS ON POLLTICAL SUBJECTS AT APRIL 1 1 POLADS, THE 
FRG REP (CITRON) DISTRIBUTED AN ANALYSIS DRAWN FROM THE SOVIET PRESS 
WHICH, HE SAID, HAS RECENTLY BEEN EMPHASIZING THE SOVIET CONCEPT OF 
"PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE". HE RECALLED EARLIER PAPERS BY THE UK AND 
CANADA (REF AIRS) AND SUGGESTED THAT THE POLITICAL COMMITTEE MIGHT 
CONSIDER PREPARATION OF A SHORT ANALYSIS OF THE SOVIET DEFINITION OF 
"PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE" FOR SUBMISSION TO THE NAC. DANISH REP (VILLADSEN) 

SUPPORTED THE FRG SUGGESTION. THE CHAIRMAN (KASTL) AGREED THE PROPOSAL 

HAD MERIT AND PROMISED TO PUT IT ON THE AGENDA FOR THE APRIL 15 POLADS. 

2. TEXT OF FRG PAPER FOLLOWS: 

BEGIN TEXT 
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THERE HAVE RECENTLY BEEN SEVERAL EXAMPLES WHERE THE SOVIET 
PRESENTATION OF INTERNATIONAL EVENTS HAS TAKEN ON A MORE 
AGRESSIVE TONE WHICH SEEMS TO BE DETERMINED MORE BY IDEOLO- 
GICAL CONSIDERATIONS IN RELATION TO THE SOVIET BLOC THAN BY 
A DESIRE FOR POLITICAL COOPERATION WITH THE WEST. SUCH AN 
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EXAMPLE IS THE ASSESSMENT IN "PRAVDA" ON 8 APRIL OF THE RE- 
SULTS OF THE "PEACE PROGRAMME" ADOPTED FOUR YEARS AGO BY THE 
24TH PARTY CONGRESS OF THE SOVIET COMMUNIST PARTY: 

THE INSEPARABLE LINK BETWEEN THE STRUGGLE FOR PEACE AND THE 
SUPPORT OF THE NATIONS' ASPIRATIONS FOR SICIAL (SIC*) AND 
NATIONAL LIBERATION HAD ALWAYS BEEN AND WOULD CONTINUE TO BE 
THE BASIS OF THE POLICY OF THE SOVIET CP. THIS WAS A CONCRETE 
EXPRESSION OF THE CLASS CHARACTER OF SOVIET POLICY AND OF THE 
DIALECTIC INTERDEPENDENCE BETWEEN THE PRINCIPLES OF PROLETARIAN 
INTERNATIONALISM AND THE PRINCIPLES OF PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE. 

ACCORDING TO THE ARTICLE IN "PRAVDA" MENTIONED ABOVE, THE 
POLICY OF DETENTE ADDS TO THE ISOLATION OF THE "IMPERIALIST 
AND REACTIONARY FORCES" AND CREATES INCREASINGLY FAVOURABLE 
CONDITIONS FOR THE STRUGGLE FOR SOCIAL PROGRESS. (THIS IS 
FOLLOWED BY A REFERENCE TO PORTUGAL AND GREECE). AT THE SAME 
TIME, THE UNITY OF THE FORCES OF SOCIALISM AND PROGREESS AND 
THE INFLUENCE OF THE COMMUNIST AND WORKERS' PARTIES IN A 
LARGE NUMBER OF CAPITALIST COUNTRIES WERE GROWING. 

THE LINK BETWEEN THE SOVIET DETENTE CONCEPT AND THE ACTIONS 
OF THE COMMUNIST MOVEMENTS IN THE WEST HAS HARDLY EVER BEFORE 
BEEN MADE SO CLEAR. THIS DESCRIPTION OF THE CONCEPT OF PEACE- 
FUL COEXISTENCE SEEMS TO BRING OUT SOME MORE ELEMENTS OF THE 
SOVIET AIMS THAAN THE DEFINITION CONTAINED IN THE JOINT STATE- 
MENT PUBLISHED ON THE OCCASION OF PRIME MINISTER WILSON S 
VISIT TO MOSCOW. 

IT WOULD STILL BE PREMATURE TO SPEAK OF A FIRM TREND TOWARDS 
HARDER LANGUAGE IN THE SENSE THAT THE DESIRE TO APPEAR AS A 
CREDIBLE PARTNER OF COOPERATION IN THE EYES OF THE WEST IS 
GIVEN LESS IMPORTANCE THAN THE WISH TO DEMONSTRATE POLITICAL 
OR IDEOLOGICAL SUCCESSES OR PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS TO THE 
SOCIALIST CAMP. THE SOVIET LEADERSHIP HAS STILL NOT OBTAINED 
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EVERYTHINGWHICH IT EXPECTS FROM THE NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE 
WEST, AND IT STILL REMAINS TO BE SEEN WHETHER THE CRITICAL 
EVENTS IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND INDOCHINA WILL DEVELOP ALONG 
THE LINES OF SOVIET INTERESTS. 

THE SOVIET REPORTS ON THESE DEVELOPMENTS HAVE BEEN STRIKINGLY 
MODERATE AND WITHOUT ANY SIGN OF TRIUMPH. NEVERTHELESS, ONE 
SHOULD NOT OVERLOOK THAT THERE IS A TEMPTATION TO REGARD THE 
POSOTION OF THE WEST IN THESE AREAS AS CONFIRMING 
THE THESIS THAT HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENTS AWOULD NECESSARILY 
TURN THE BALANCE IN FAVOUR OF THE SOCILAIST FORCES, AND THUS 
TO BE INDUCED TO PURSUE A MORE SELF-CONFIDENT AND LESS 
CONSIDERATE POLICY. WE SHOULD CONTINUE TO OBSERVE CAREFULLY 
WHETHER THE GREATER SOVIET CONCENTRATION ON THE FORTHCOMING 
EVENTS IN THEIR OWN CAMP(ESPECIALLY THE CONFERENCE OF 
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EUROPEAN COMMUNIST PARTIES AND THE 25TH PARY CONGRESS OF THE 
SOVIET CP) WILL LEAD TO A STRONGER EMPHAISIS OF BLOC 
AND IDEOLOGICAL PRIORITIES AS OPPOSED TO POLITICAL COOPERATION 
WITH THE WEST.
